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Yaroxysmal Taochycardia— Very 
Rapld Heart Beat— Not Serious 
in Most Cases 
“The term paroxysmal tacchycar- 

dia is when the heart rate suddenly 
becomes rapid and after a variable, 
time—a few seconds, hours, or days 
—Just as suddenly goes back to Its 
normal rate.” During an attack 
the heart rate may go as high as 
beats to the minute and then 
to a rate of 72 to 76. The 
of this very rapid beating of 
the heart ls unknown but some- 
thing— shock, worry, disappoint- 
ment—interferes with the ‘starter’ 
of the heart beats and the beat gets 
out of its regular rhythm or regu- 
larity. 

{ Fortunately the great majority cf 

} cases occur in the two heart cham.- 

bers —- the great auricles —from 

which the blood is pumped to lungs, 
and to all the other parts of the 
body. This auricle type is not dan-

serous, 

Dr. W, Ford Connell in Canadian 
Medical Association Journal states: 

“Paroxysmal auricular tacchycar- 
dia is found in healthy adults of all 
ages. Heart disease may or may no- 
be present. This very rapid beating 
may be just for a few beats or it 
may go on for as long as six days. 
Attacks lasting a few minutes are 
much ‘ the commonest, Neither ex- 
ercise nor drugs makes any change 
in the rate whereas in a normal 
heart or a diseased heart, drugs and 
exercise affect the rate.” 
: Most persons feel discomfort dur- 
ing an attack—a fluttering in the 
chest or pouiding.in the neck. 

Usually no treatment is necessary 


as the attacks stop suddenly with- 
out treatment. Many of these in- 
dividuals have learned some meth- 
od of preventing or shortening an 
attack by stimulating the large 


fingers on first ome eyeball and 
then the other, or pressing firmly 
on the large blood vessels in front 
of neck which can be seen to bulye 
ff watched closely, or the drinking 
of ice water, or by bringing on 8 


found most useful is quinidine (no 
quinine) and it can be given by 
mouth, 5 grains every hour for ten 


hours. 

As this very rapld heart beat nat- 
urally alarms the individual, Dr. 
Connell suggests tlt Its lack of 
danger be explained, thus prevent- 
ing anxiety. Only a small number 
of cases commonly seen require any 
treatment whatever. 


PEOPLE OVER 40 


The idea that men and women 
who have reached the age of 40 
are no Jonger assets in industry ts 
scoffed at by the American Legion 
re-employment director. 

And he cites studies made by the 
Labor Department, the American 
Association of Manufacturers and 
university researchers to show that 
because of his maturity and greater 
stability and sense of responsibility, 
an average worker at 40 years of 
age is just reaching the prime of his 
usefulness. 

Common sense and industrial ex- 
perience reach the same conclusion. 

A job in which physical brawn 
and stamina alone are required 
naturally can be better done by men 
who have not passed the peak of 
thefr physical strength. And yet 
even here no arbitrary dge limit can 
be set. A man at 60, who has taken 
care of himself, will be able to stand 
the physical test better than a man 
of 40, who has dissipated his 
strength in riotous living. ~ 

There are many jobs in industry, 
though, where physical strength is a 
secondary consideration. And it [s in 
these’ jobs that employers have dis- 
covered that men and women over 
40 are as valuabic as, if not more

While it is to be expected that those in 
advanced years, with lowered tance, may 
succumb to the infection, nat}€nol health 
authorities say there is’ no justification for 
the toll taken by influenza among healthy 
adults, and many lives may be saved by ‘ad- 
herence to rules of hygiene. pat 

What Canadians eat has a bearing on 
theif ability to resist or throw off influenza, 
it Is stated. Plain, easily digéstible and nour- 
ishing foods are essential. Deficiencies are 
likely to occur with respect to Vitamin Din 
this country, during long periods when sun- 
light is scarce or diffuse. Under such condi- 
tions the diet contains insufficient Vitamin 
D and should be supplemented with cod liver 
or halibut liver oil. 

Since influenza is an infection, crowds 
should be avoided. The mouth and nose 
should be covered when sneezing or cough- 
ing. Adequate rest is advised as an influ- 
enzo safeguard. During the winter months 
healthful sleep is best obtained in a well- 
ventilated room, although care should be 
taken to keep warm, Chills must be avoid- 
ed, always. Exercise in the open air is rec- 
ommended. 

The influenza victim who attempts to fight 
the disease is running grove risks. It is es- 
sential to take to bed at the onset of the in- 
fection. Then there is a better chance for 
complete recovery, and a source of contagion 
to others is removed,

The Market Research Corporation of Am- 
erica recently decided to interview dealers in 
new cars, in regard to their advertising pre- 
ferences, and selected Buffalo as a typical 
market: because it is a representative city, a 
strictly independent marketing centre, not 
over-weighted as to given industries, ond not 
favoring locally one form of media over an- 
other.” Three questions were asked: “What 
form of advertising—magazines, newspapers, 
radio, outdoor—is most successful in build- 
ing prestige for your make of cars?

A very satisfactory method of 

finding which food or foods are 
causing the asthmatic attacks is by . 
keeping a food diary. A ‘simple 
system of keeping the food diary 
is suggested by Dr. K. P. Turren- 
tine in Southern Medicine and

“The food diary consists of & 
cross-ruled sheet of, paper, the 
foods being written on the left mar 
gin and .the dates.on the top mar- 
gin. Thus-the patient need only 
make an X in front of each food 
under the line for the day o1 
which it was eaten. If an attack 
of hives (or asthma) occurs on & 
certain day, that day should be 
checked and attention drawn to the 
foods marked for the twenty-four 
hours before attack occurred.”

Toronto, Dec. 20 (CP)—Perfrin- 
gens toxoid, an antigen believed suit- 
able for the active immunization of 
human beings against gas gangrene 
has been developed in the Con- 
natight Laboratories and the School 
of Hygiene, University of Toronto. 
Guinea pigs and two human volun- 
teers have been subjected to tests. 

Dr. Helen Plummer. research 2s- 
sistant, told the laboratory section of

to yarious tests as to immunity from 
gas gangrene. 

She said the two humans had also 
received injections of the formol- 
toxoid without harmful results but 
that it was too early to report on the 
antitoxic immunity produced in 
these subjects.

festival in the reign of the Emperor Commodus who 
~~ suled from the year 180 to 192. It is spoken of by 
Clement of Alexandria in the third century. Dio- 
cletian hearing that a number of Christians were 
gathered together in a certain building celebrating 
the anniversary of the founder of their religion, 
caused the church to be ignited and all the wor- 
shippers perished in flames. 
* The early church had no fixed date of celebra- 
tion; by some branches the festival was observed in 
May, by some in January, and by others concur- 
rently with Epiphany. It is believed that the day 
now fixed is not the exact time as December is the 
rainy season in Palestine. The choice of this season 
is probably due to the general recognition that the 
winter solstice was the turning point of the year; 
all things then seemed to prepare for a fresh period 
of life and activity after the winter sleep of death. 
Such a belief was current among all nations and the 
one which especially influenced the Christian 
Church was the Roman festival of the winter sol- 
stice, celebrated on December 25. The Celtic and 
Germanic tribes held’ the season of Christmas in 
veneration from the earliest times and the Norsemen 
believed that special evidence could*be’ obtained of 
the existence and work of their deities, who were 
supposed to be present and active on earth’ from 
} December 23 to January 6. Many other ancient 
- beliefs and customs regarding their period have 
been handed down to our times and have crept into 
iy Christmas usage. : 
(ts The lighting of the Yule log, now fallen into 
¢ disuse, is an inheritance from Lithuanic lore. The 
ri practice of decorating churches is believed to re 
semble pagan rites in its origin, and the mistletoe 
fs used was the sacred plant of the Druids. The an- 
cient Romans presented gifts. Scotland in old days 
took a‘long time to celebrate Christmas from Dec. 
18th to Jan 7th. 

The Christian church raised and ennobled many 
rites above their heathen associations and as a result 
the liturgy was formed and dramatic representations 
‘of the birth and early events in the life of Christ 
were instituted. Hence came the manger-songs, 
carols, special music for Christmas. The legends 
and rites were very numerous in the Middle Ages, 
most of them having since been lost or 
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them. The Christmas tree is 
back to the Roman saturnalia, 
counterpart in every land.

PEARL QF THE ANTILLAS 


The weather at present is entering its most pleas- 
ant phase. Daytime temperatures from now until 
April should range from 70°F. to 85°F. and night- 
time temperatures from 50°F. to 70°F. with any |- 
temperature below 60°F. considered unusual. The 
lowest temperature experienced in this section ‘of 
the isfand during fourteen years’ residence has been 
48°F. Any temperatures below 60°F. cause con- 
siderable hardship amongst the poorer nationals, as 
no provision is normally made for warm clothing, 
heating of houses and such measures as are. takeh 
by people in the temperate zones to provide for 
cold weather. :

LOANS BY BRITAIN 


Not long ago, the British Prime Minister pointed 
out the strength of British resources and finance. 
This was a potent influence and perhaps the turning 
point in the Great War when the Central European 
powers were defeated. 

The Daily Commercial News of Toronto con- 
tains a very elucidating editorial on “John Bull, 
Lender” in which it states: . - 

It is almost a commonplace to say that Great 
Britain could only stand out for a short time if her 
imports of food supplies and raw materials were 
cut off. This is repeated frequently in time of 
crisis, and it applies indirectly to the vital need. of 
adequate naval protection. But even with her 
enormous trade, she still sells much less in goods 
to other nations than she buys from them. She has 
what the economists call an “adverse” balance of 
trade. How does she make up this deficit? 

“There are many ways in which it is met. Her 

“4 breat shipping and other services are among them. 
But first of all is the immense capital investment 
that John Bull has placed in all parts of the world. 
From these investments flows the steady return of 
interest payments, estimated by experts at around 
$1,100,000,000. 

“In Canada, for instance, Britain has some $2,- 
730,000,000 placed. In South America she has 2 
heavier investment. There are huge sums in other 
dominions and colonies, altogether about $8,600,- 
000,000. 

“In short, people abroad owe John Bull about 
$15,000,000,000, or about $300 for every Briton. 

“There is at present a sort of competition in 
foreign lending in which Germany has taken a 

* hand. Turkey is a good example of this. And it 
is interesting to note some of John Bull’s invest- 
ments which are not so familiar outside financial 
circles. 

“Here are some of John Bull's debtors, with the 
amounts the governments owe him:

wood, now 82, was a clown for 
twenty years with Barnum, 

For thirty years he was g collector 
of theatre curlos, old broadsides, 
playbills,, costume plates and music 
scores, for which, he sald, he several 
times was offered $75,000.

oe There is a lost continent under the United States, 
which was high above the earth half’a billion years 
ago.

The structure of this old con- 
tinent is now sunken and lies deep under other 
zocks which were later formed and under soil. It 
Sused to run under what are now the cities of New 
York, Philddelphia and Washington. The buried 
widge or mountain range is so massive that the force 
of gravitation above it is slightly high, but not 
"sufficient to be noticeable on scales. 
+: In the sinking of this vast ridge, it was fractured 
and some pieces evidently far out from what is now 
the Atlantic coast were completely broken off.
